All  ties  to  new  Bearing  Trees  (BTs)  are  a  mag  nail  set  in  a  hack  mark  at  the  root  crown  (less  than  12"  above 
ground)  perpendicular  to  the  center  of  the  tree,  unless  otherwise  noted.  BT  diameters  are  noted  as  dbh  and 
are  measured  approximately  4.5'  above  ground.  Bearings  are  measured  from  the  monument  to  the  center  of 
the  BT,  distances  are  measured  from  the  monument  to  the  mag  nail.

ORIGIN:  This  corner  was  calculated  per  the 
2009  corner  perpetuation  survey  by  Eric 
Deckard  (Monroe  County  Surveyor’s  Office, 
Flat  Files,  Richland  Township  Drawer).  Mr. 
Deckard  found  a  5/8”  rebar  with  Bynum  Fanyo 
cap  1”  below  grade,  which  appears  to  have 
been  destroyed  by  recent  construction  activity 
in  the  area. 

HISTORY:  A  V*  rebar  was  set  at  this  corner  by 
the  MSE  Corporation  per  a  drawing  dated 
January  15,  1992,  that  is  included  with  the 
current  monument  record  for  RICH_Y17.  The 
MSE  rebar  was  found  and  accepted  by  Ben 
Bledsoe  in  1993  (Survey  Book  2,  page  400).  It 
was  witnessed  by  the  Monroe  County 
Surveyor  on  July  13,  2000,  and  accepted  by 
the  Monroe  County  Surveyor  Review  Board  on 
December  14,  2000.  In  2009,  Deckard 
described  the  monument  as  a  5/8”  rebar  with 
Bynum  Fanyo  cap.  In  2015,  Curry  (D/109, 

D/1 19  &  D/147)  described  the  monument  as  a 
rebar  with  cap.  I’m  not  sure  when  the  V*  MSE 
rebar  was  replaced  with  a  Bynum  Fanyo  rebar, 
but  the  measured  distance  between  the  stone 
at  RICH_A17  and  this  corner  remained 
consistent.  I  did  not  research  the  full  history  of 
this  monument  because  this  corner  was  not 
necessary  for  the  establishment  of  any  corners 
in  Section  24-  T09N-R02W.  It  is  shown  hereon 
for  reference  and  will  be  further  evaluated 
when  Sections  19  and  30  -T9N-R1W  are 
perpetuated. 

PERPETUATION:  The  theoretical  location  of 
this  corner  was  accepted  by  the  Monroe 
County  Surveyor  Review  Board  on  November 
21, 2017.  Crider  and  Crider  was  responsible 
for  the  destruction  of  the  rebar.  They  agreed  to 
hire  Bynum  Fanyo,  the  firm  that  originally 
subdivided  the  property  being  developed  by 
Crider  and  Crider,  to  set  a  Harrison  Monument 
at  this  corner.  Construction  activity  in  this  area 
is  ongoing,  so  Bynum  Fanyo  set  a  temporary 
rebar,  which  this  office  capped  and  witnessed 
on  February  12,  2018.  A  Harrison  Monument 
will  be  set  when  construction  in  this  area  is 
complete.
